Spanish strategists have succeeded in 
sending a second squadron west under 
Admiral Villamil, and that this is now off 
Martinique. The navy department takes 
this with great allowance. 


It the alleged information did not bear 


the earmarks of 
the typical Madrid 


''official" 
statement, the department 


would not be surprised if Villamil was 
with Cevera, but the fact that the story 
comes from Madrid satisfies our officials 
that it is another Spanish ruse to center 
our at ten1 ion at Martinique. It is be- 
lieved to be a ruse to induce Sampson to 
remain near Martinique in quest of the 
phantom second squadron and take him 
away from Cerveras' squadron. 


On the whole, the department con- 


siders it an attempt on the part of Spain 
to recover what was lost when the Cape 
Verde fleet was located by the American 
naval officers. 


The blockacers on the south coast of

ministry. The queen has charged him to 
form a new cabinet. A conference will be 
held this evening.

Cadiz fleet, has been recalled here to con- 
fer with the ministers respecting his in- 
tended operations. The newspapers here 
express fear that secret Anglo-American 
alliance already exists. 


"Live me Americans.- 


London, May 16.—The Hong 
Kong 


correspondent of The Standard says: 
"After the seizure of the (runboat Cailao 
for trying to run the blockade, the crew 
were released on parole and the Callao 
was paraded in full view of Manila city, 
accompanied by the United States cruis- 
er Concord. 


"When Mr. Williams, the American 


consul, landed at Cavlte l?st week, he 
was received with grr,eat eT.vasiasm, and 
followed through the strec.:, by a crowd 
of 2000 people, shouting. 
'Live the 


Americans.1 
There wer« no signs that 


the Spanish authorities in Manilr, ivcre 
prepared to capitulate. All the £j n>sh 
inhabitants and many British and Ger- 
man families have sought safety In the 
suburbs, taking all their belongings. In 
tha business quarters the buildings are 
covered with foreign flags, the British 
predominating, with a view of protection 
should the insurgents capture the city. 


"There is much feeling- against the 


British residents; but fortunately the 
number of foreign men-of-war off Ma- 
nila is constantly increasing, and tha 
position of Europeans is daily becoming 
less precarious. Aguinaldo, the former 
insurgent leader, Is now In Hong Kong, 
actively negotiating, I understand, with 
President McKinley. 
I have reason to 


believe that he is seeking- to arrange for 
the future government of the Philippines 
by a native administration under the 
protectorate ol the United States. A* 
present there Is a great deal of discus- 
sion among the rebel faction, some of 
which are negotiating with tha Ameri- 
cans and others with the Spanish au- 
thorities. 
Whether Agulnaldo possesses 


enough influence to reconcile these dlf- 
ferancM and to Influence the insurgents 
to pursue a common policy IB question- 
able.

Officers In Revolt. 


Boston, May 16.—It is likely thatsoms 


of the officers of the Massachusetts naval 
militia will send in their resignations 
and refuse to serve longer on the ships 
of the regular navy unless prompt action 
Is taken. "At the very first all of thess 
men," said one officer, "stepped to the 
front and freely and gladly offered thalr 
humble services. Many of the officers 
have given-their time and attention to 


the duties aboard the Minnesota and the 
monitors CatskilJ and Lehlgh. Almost 
all of them being In business, they have 
suffered much financial loss. They have 
been obliged to make some outlay be« 
eldoa. and to engage men to take tHelr 
places In business, besides furnishing 
their mess aboard ship. They have re- 
ceived no state pay, nor have they re- 
ceived any money from the national gov- 
ernment. Almost all of them have taken 
their examinations and passed favor- 
ably, and al? expect reasonably enowgh 
to receive their commissions in the regu- 
lar ««rvlc«; but the commissions have 
not yet arrived, and neither has word 
of them come* from Washington. Many 
of the men of the brigade have been mus- 
tered Into the regular service and are 
now full fledged man-of-warsmen. Of 
course, It is not the intention of thes* 
officers to resign from the naval brigade. 
They will simply resign from their pres- 
ent volunteer posts on the 
crafts."

ehot against them, all grumbling against 
Inaction ceased, and the world knows tha 
disastrous results to the Spaniards at 
Matanaas, Cardenas and other ports 
which opened nre on the American war-

ef the administration is being turned to 
bring about a meeting with the Spanish 
fleat in West Indian waters. The cap- 
tura or destruction of the fleet whicji is 
now cruising through the Caribbean sea 
Is the all important and essential pre- 
liminary to the speedy termination of 
the war and the accomplishment of the 
result fr>r which the war was begun. So 
long as the Spanish men-of-war are at 
liberty either to convey aid and comfort 
to Blanco's beleaguered forces in Ha- 
vana or to undertake offensive opera- 
,tions against American vessels any- 
where or against exposed ports on the 
gulf or Atlantic seaboards, the United 
States will be seriously hampered in its 
plan of campaign and the day for ev^cu- 
ation of Cuba will be delayed. 


The Spanish admiral appreciates this 


fact as much as it is appreciated by tha 
government In Washington, and his sole 
purpose, apparently, is to avoid a meet- 
ing with the fleets until he shall have 
been able to carry out the mission which 
was intrusted to him when he left Cape 
Verde islands. 
Thus far he has suc- 


ceeded admirably in his purpose, and 
with his swift flying cruisers he has 
been able to evade our fleets and to se- 
cure positions from which it may be 
possible to carry out the project which 
he has in view. He has the natural ad- 
vantage which always comes- to the one 
who Is evading a pursuer. 
He can select 


hie own course and can keep his pur- 
suers guessing what he intends to do. 
Sooner or later he must be caught, and 
the point now is to cathc him before ha 
shall have been able to do any harm. 


The failure of Admiral Cervera to 


steam toward Havana 'nas left the ad- 
ministration in doubt as to what his im- 
mediate purpose may be. 
It was the 


obvious course for him under the con- 
ditions which were known to exist when 
he left Martinique to make all haste 
for Havana and relieve the garrison 
there, while tfee most effective ships of 
the American navy were hundreds of 
miles away. 
But the obvious course 


would have been foreign to the Spanish 
mind, which delights In roundabout oper- 
ations calculated to throw an enemy oft 
the scent. 
It is now thought that tha 


Spanish fleet will try to make Cienfuegos 
ahead of the Amerlcan, squadron, and by 
occupying the harbor there open up com- 
munication with Blanco, or else to leave 
Cuba altogether out of the present cal- 
culations, and in seeking- the gulf of 
Mexico prey upo,n the cities of the coast.

CORNELL'S CURIOUS ORGAN. 


Instrument Over Which the Most Skillful 


Organist Might Balk. ' 


An organ which the leading organist of j 


New York could not play is now being I 
used by professors of Cornell college. This i 
organ is not, as might be supposed, out of 
tune. It is because it is in perfect tune 
that it differs so radically from all ordi- 
nary organs. 


Tho Cornell organ was Invented by Von 


Helmholtz, and it contains a purely math- 
ematical scale. It Is made for the compo- 
sition of chords such as are not to be ob- 
tained on an ordinary instrument and is 
used to study the vibration of notes and of 
what tones aa organ note is mado. Every 
tone In inusio is to bo found on this organ. 
For instance, what are known as sharps 
and flats on a piano sure not really sharps 
and flats, C sharp and D flat are struck on 
the same black key, bat strictly speaking 
that black key is neither. It is a note or 
tone situated midway between C sharp 
and D flat. If both of the latter were on 
the piano, however, the difference between 
them is so slight that it would cofcfuse the 
player. So a compromise is made, and the 
two are blended, or rather the tone mid- 
way between them is used. 


But in Cornell the organ contains keys 


for every note in the scale, no matter how 
fine the gradation. With it students can 
Bee just now a note on tha organ is bnilt 
up. Certain notes on the organ are made 
up of certain other notes. On the ordinary 
piano you would not be able to illustrate 
what these notes are. You would need the 
true sharps and flats in order to compose 
the notes. The overtones on the domestic 
instrument would be quite different. Tha 
pnra fifth, which can here be accurately 
denoted, is very much curtailed on the 
piano. Used in connection with this organ 
is a complete set of resonators, or tuning 
forks. In ordar to find oat bow many 
regonations ore contained in a given nota 
it is only necessary to strike that note. 
Those forks which resound, in sympathy 
with it are sure to be included in the make 
up of the noto. .The silent ones are not 
included in it.—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


CELERIFERE AND DANDY HORSE. 


Xhe Two Earliest Forms of the Blcyale 


TTscd Two Hundred Years Ago. 


Mr. Frank H. Vizetelly tells"The Story 


of the Wheel" in St. Nicholas. Mr. VI- 
tetolly says: 


In the year 1600 M. do Sivrao, a French- 


man, first hit upon the notion of making 
a vehicle upon two wheels, while its rider 
eat astride a saddle on a wooden beam to 
whloh two orOBSpleoes were firmly fixed. 
At the end of these crosspleoos there were 
whools, kept in position by a lathlike con- 
necting rod. The frame represented some 
animal. This primitive bicycle, known aa 
tho celerifere, was never fitted with han- 
dle bars and was steered only by the feet of 
tho rider, whloh also had to keep his bal- 
ance. In •mounting he had to run along- 
side and vault into the saddle. 
Once tha 


machine had been well set going by a push 
upon the ground with tho feet, the man 
upon It would draw them up, bending hi* 
knees and without farther effort could 
travel come distance. When the pace 
slackened, the rider had to repeat the 
pushing and so continue bla Journey. 
Much ground was covered in thia way on 
level roads, and especially down hill, in a 
short space of time, bat it waa hard to do 
up hllL 


It has been claimed by eoino that the 


celerifere was tho indention of another 
Frenchman named Blanohord, whom 
Loaifl XVI once commanded to perform 
before him on this vehicle in July, 1779. 
Beyond tho fact that such a performance 
took place on that and other occasions in 
publio there is nothing to support this 
claim. In fact, It wo* not until Blanch- 
ard had crossed over to England that he 
excited Interest. Onoo there, however, he 
WDS favored by the Duke of York and be- 
gan to attract attention. Under the fos- 
tering care of royalty the oelerifere, then 
known as the "dandy hone," became pop- 
ular among tha English, who took to it 
with enthuaiaem, bnt were icon laughed 
out of their fancy by Jokers and cartoon- 
lets.

OLIVER H. P. BELMONT. WHO CAN'T 


GIVE UNCLE SAM A TORPEDO BOAT. 


Come* of Good Navy Stock, Ha* Himself 


Served on Ship, but Found the Life Slow. 
Fiddles, Menagerie, Green Huts, Colored 
Walgtcoati, Money and Homes. 


NEW YOKK, May 16. —[Special.] —In 


making his offer of a torpedo boat to Uncle 
Bam, -which has been declined, at least for 
the present, Oliver II. P. Belmonb has 
again brought himself prominently before 
the public, and this is something which he 
has been doing ever since ho was graduat- 
ed from tho Naval academy in 1880. 


Mr. Bolmont is now about 40. lie is 


the youngest son of the lato August Bel- 
niont, tho banker, and was left $4,000,000 
when the father died. Though he has put 
his money out with great freedom, there 
are no indications that the fortune has 
shrunk any since, and there is certainly no 
reason to boliovo Uncle Sam's declination 
of a torpedo boat was based on the fear 
that the would bo donor could not afford 
to give it. On tho contrary, there are rea- 
sons for supposing that tho gift would 
have been accepted with, alacrity had it not 
been accompanied by the condition that 
Mr. Belmont should himself command the 
ship. There is every reason to believe, 
however, judging from Mr. Belmont'spast 
career, that a vessel given and commanded 
by himself, -would have a right lively and 
checkered career. 


In and Out of the Navy. 


Oliver H. P. Belmont; went into the 


navy because his family is one with naval 
traditions on the mother's side. He is not 
descended direct from tho hero of Lake. 
Erie, as some have said, however, Oliver 
Hazard Perry being only his greafruncle, 
but Matthew Calbraith Perry, who opened 
Japan t j western commerce, -was a grand- 
father, and the Perrys were related to the 
Rodgcrs family, which has furnished many 
good men and true to our navy within 
the past 80 or 40 years. 


Admiral Christopher Perry Baymond 


Kodgers was superintendent of the Naval 
academy when Oliver was a cadet there, 
and there are traditions that the admiral 
used to be particularly severe in the mat- 
ter of discipline with his cadet relative. 
Tho admiral is reported to have been spe- 
cially disheartened by the fact that the 
young man seemed to be more engrossed 
in violin playing than in his naval studies, 
and the circumstance that his skill with 
the fiddle bow was considered really re- 
markable did not help matters a bit. 


It was quite clear to many of the cadet's 


fellow students long before his graduation 
that he would never be satisfied with the 
life of a naval officer, and there were bets 
a-plenty that he would resign immediate- 
ly, but he didn't. He served some time in 
the north Atlantic squadron and under- 
went the experience of a- naval cruise in 
the Mediterranean before he gave up the 
life. 


Then in 1883 he married the daughter 


of Augustus Whiting, whose social stand- 
Ing was of the best and who was a great 
friend of Mrs. Orme Wilson and Mrs. As- 
ter, the mother of the reigning John Jacob. 
This marriage was followed quickly by a 
divorce, and the entire episode seems to 
have been forgotten by the public and all 
concerned. The lady is now Mrs. George 
~L. Beeves. Mr. Belrnont's marriage to 
the former -wife of Willie K. Vandflrbilt 
and the social complications that ensued 
are still fresii in the public mind. 


Tho "Ollle" Belmont of Today. 


When he -was a boy, Oliver H. P. Bel- 


mont was called "Ollie" by everybody, 
and "Ollie" he remains to this day among 
his friends. He is still rather youthful in 
looks aad appearance. He shaves his face 
smooth and is fond of eccentricities in 
dress.

Some of these peculiarities of attire are! 


really extraordinary. His waistcoats, for 
instance, ore often gaudy beyond the 
power of description. He has been known 
to sport green alpine hate. At Newport 
he has been seen to walk out upon the 
casino floor wearing regulation evening 
dress, so far as the coat and trousers were 
concerned, but finished off with one of his 
justly'celebrated.waistcoats in colors and 
one of the green alpine hats before men- , 
tioned. He still scrapes the fiddle on oc- j 
casion. He is a reckless and dashing cross 
i 


country rtder and a skillful driver of four- , 
in-hand teams. Naturally he belongs to ; 
the Coaching club and to the Meadow- 
i 


brook Hunt. Besides ha is a member of J 
nearly a dozen other New York clubs, in- ! 
eluding the oldest and most aristocratic of 
them all, the Union. He is also a mem- 
ber of the New York Yacht club, bnt, un- 
like many of his fellow members, owns no 
steam yacht. In manner and speech he is 
pleasant and courteous, and he makes 
friends easily. 


Uemacerle and Newport Hoove. 


Mr. Belmont has done an immense 


amount of traveling, and on one of his 
globe trotting expeditions he decided it 
would be a good thing to get a menagerie. 
So he spent a lot of money buying sacred 
bulls In India and all sorts of queer beasts ' 
in other parts of the world, which he 
brought forthwith to America and estab- 
lished the outfit on a place just outside of 
Newport, which he named Graycourt. 
For some time this collection of animals 
was a great attraction to his friends, be- 
sides furnishing some pretty good ma- 
terial for newspaper paragraphs. It ia-'my 
impression, however, that the whole thing 
was abandoned some years ago. 


Of course so rich a man as "Ollle" Bel- 


mont can have us many houses as he likes, 
and he likes to have several. The most 
impressive and costly of these, like Gray- 
court, ia also at Newport, and is named 
Bellecourt. It was completed in 1895, and, 
though it looks like one structure from the 
outside, is really dual, the rear wing be- 
ing given up to the stables, which con- 
tain four box stalls for tho tenancy of tho 
most royal blooded of his horses and 10 
"ordinary" stalls for more ordinary beasts. 
There ia really nothing "ordinary" abont 
any of these stalls, however. The entire 
stable is fairly palatial in its fittings and 
furnishings, and tho carriage room, which 
is on the ground floor, just under the ball 
room, is said by those who ought to bo 
posted to be the handsomest and most 
costly apartment of the kind in tho United 
States if not in the world. 


Away back in tho rear on the second 


floor there is a room in which Mr, Bol- 
mont purposed spending a good deal of bin 
time when building Bellecourt. it is not 
a handsome room, and it ia not expensively 
furnished. It looks more like a sculptor's 
studio than anything else, and indeed it 
was designed to be used for that purpose, 
for he likes to model in clay as well as to 
scrape fiddle strings and is said to have 
real ability, which might have made him 
an artist had ho been poor.

Nitrogen Traps. 


We can draw upon the stock of nitrogen 


in the atmosphere by means of sunlight 
acting upon and vitalizing leguminous 
crops, such as clover, vetches and peas. 
AH of these can be grown arf" between 
crops," so as not to interfere with the reg- 
ular crops. Clovers can be sown in tbe 
stubble of small grain or even with the 
grain seed. Vetches and peas can be sown 
in standing corn at tbe last cultivation. 
The selection of a crop to be used as a 
nitrogen trap depends largely upon the 
locality, soil and system of rotation. 
For 


states south of the Ohio and Potomao riv- 
ers, the cowpea, crimson clnvur and sand 
vetch are tbe three most! su..i=£actory. For 
more northern states, red clover, Canada 
pea and winter vetch promise most. 


In general any legume known to thrive 


upon the soil will bo satisfactory as a ni- 
trogen trap. When such a legume is once 
found and adopted, it should be continued 
year after year, as these crops never give 
the belt results until they have been 
grown upon the same field for several sea- 
sons—the longer the better. Rye, turnips 
and other nonleguminous crops which are 
sometimes turned under are of no value as 
nitrogen gatherers. 
All the legumes 


naioed, except sand vetch, make valuable 
fodder, and their use as fodder does opt 


• detract from their value as fertilizers, if 
fed upon the farm and the resulting ma- 
nure returned to the land. 
FOP soils too 


sandy to produce good clover or winter 
votoh blue and white lupines and sand 
vetch are recommended for all but the 
coldest parts of tbe United States. The 
latter three are worthless as fodder.—Cqr. 
Country Gentleman. 


Feeding; Pet Dogs. 


In email families thore is often a good 


deal of complaint that there are no scraps 
left over from tho meals to food the (log. 
To purchase regularly the biscuits that 
como ready prepared becomes after awhile 
a financial tax that may bo severely felt 
by those who huvo but little means and 
must make that little go a great way. 


Witb a bit of good Judgment and care 


one may provide for this important branch 
of the family at small expense. After the 
soup is served there is almost always a re- 
siduum at tbe bottom of tbe pot Put tbis 
in a kettle and keep It in a cool place until 
a considerable Huu'.stity of scraps and left 
over soup accumulates. Four into tbis 
any surplus milk, sweet or sour, that may 
be on hand and place the kettle on the 
stove to boil, stirring it frequently, that it 
may not burn. 
Then etir in until it is aa 


thick as it can be handled some ground 
feed, such »a is prepared for farm animals 
eud sold at feed stores. This feed bas a 
quantity of coarse oats in It and should be 
sifted through an ordinary flour sifter 
before it is stirred into the soup. Remove 
the kettle from tbe Are and when partly 
cool add one toecpoonfnl of soda and two 
toaspoonfuls of baking powder lor every 
four quarts of the batter. It may then be 
rolled out into biscuits or dropped from a 
spoon upon greased pans. Bake tho cakes 
until quite brown in a very hot oven. If 
packed in a dry place, they will keep In- 
definitely.—New York Ledger.

contrary, It bas often struck me with sur- 
prise that after what Bismarck's irritable 
nervous system must have suffered from 
time to time at hand* which were decid- 
edly "English" he should ntlll retain such 
a largo amount of good natural—-I had al- 
most sold extravagant—Appreciation of 
England and the English.—Sidney Whit* 
man in Harper'* Magazine.

THE INNER EARTH. 


It I* Qlowing With Tic-)? and Is na Hard 


ao I'.""' 


It Is pretty certain in. s who beat of the 


inner earth came to it when the ancient 
dust or vapor of which it was made was 
gathered from the olondlike to tbe fluid 
state—fluid by heat. For a time this mass 
was throughout glowing with beat, after 
the manner of the sun, but in time the 
outer part yielded up its caloric to tbo cold 
spaces of tbe sky and became frozen. Un- 
der these conditions we should confidently 
expect that in going downward tbe amount 
of tbe increase would grow less for each 
mile in depth until beyond a hundred or 
so miles the gain in temperature would 
be very slow all the way to tbe center. 


Thus the central part of tbis sphere, 


though probably at a higher temperature 
than wo can produce by our arts, may not 
be anything like as hot as would be the 
case if the gain noted in our mines were 
continued down to tbe middle point. 


The quantity of tbe earth's beat Is a 


matter of great importance, for on tbe con- 
tinuance of tbe outflow of the boat depends 
that shrinking of the sphere which uplifts 
tbe continents and the mountains, and so 
keeps tbe land from disappearing before 
the action of the rain and the waves which 
are ever wearing them away. If tbe heat 
should cease to go forth from the hot cen- 
tral parts of tbe globe, these agents of de- 
struction would soon reduce its surface to 
the state of a universal ocean. 


Long ago, when tbe evidence that tbe 


earth was excessively hot within was un- 
derstood, it came to be generally believed 
that tbe greater part of tbe mass was mol- 
fsn—a thin crust, perhaps less than 100 
miles in thickness, floating aa a frozen 
coating on a fiery sea. Of late evidence bas 
accumulated to abow tbat the Interior of 
the globe must, be as rigid as ordinary 
bard rock and may be as rigid as steel.— 
ir Whaler, in Youth's Companion.

To Make a> Mirror. 


In a new process for silvering glass it i 


practicable to give a fine polish to the sil 
ver after it is spread on the glass. This i 
accomplished by means fit two solution) 
which must bo prepared •with great oare 
inasmuch as delicacy of treatment is ro 
quired. To a silver nitrate solution i 
added, drop by drop, sufficient ammonia 
to rodissolve the original precipitate, oau 
tion being observed to avoid an excess 
Afterward enough distilled water IB addei 
to make tha liquid measure one liter. J 
second solution Is prepared containing 1' 
per cent of formaldehyde. Tbe mirro 
maker selects his plate of glass and, afto 
polishing it deftly with rouge and obamoli 
skin, wipes it perfectly dry and clean 
Then a rapid mixture is made of two part 
of the silver nitrato solution and one part o 
tha fonu-ildehyJa zclution, this mlstnn 
being poured evenly on the glass. From 
10 to 15 minutes will be required for thii 
application to be completed, and then tbi 
plate may be washed with water and al 
lowed to dry. In the production of an 
ordinary mirror tbe dull upper side Is 
treated to a coating of varnish, but if thf 
silver side is the one to be used, aa in op 
tical instruments, tbe layer of silver IB to 
be polished with nno rouge. The attempts 
to make mirrors of tin amalgam, experts 
say, have not yielded aatiafaotory results.

SIDE OF THE CONTEST. 


Alleviation! of Our Hoitllitle* With Spain. 


Might and Klflit Oolog Band In llapd. 
Mo Koom For Darbariim on the Western 
Continent,

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Most portlnent 


to tlio Axclting times through which we 
ore now passing is this sermon of Dr. Tai- 
wage, in which he proposes to choor the 
people who aro saddened by the horrors of 
war; 
tost, Psalms zsvll, 8, "Though 


war should rise agaiitst me, in this will I 
bo confident. 


1'he ring of battleaxes, and the clash of 


shields, and tho tramp of armios, aro 
heard all up and down the Old Testament, 
nnd you find godly soldlars liko Moses and 
Joshua und Caleb and Gideon and scoun- 
drelly soldiers like Sennacherib and Shal- 
munueor and Nobuohadnozzar. 
The high 


priest would stund lit tho bead of tho army 
and hay, "Hear, O Lsraol, ye approach this 
day unto battlo against your enemies, let 
not your hearts faint, fear not and do not 
tremble, neither bo ye terriiied beciuso of 
them!" And then the officers would pho 
command to tho troops, saying: "VVlvit 
man is there fhat hath built a now hotn-o 
nnd hath not dedicated it? Let him po 
nnd return to his house, lost ho dio in tho 
bnttlo and another man dedicate it. Aud 
what niUD is ha that hath planted a vino- 
yard and hath not eaten of it? Let him also 
go and return unto his house, lest he die 
in tho battle and another man eat of it. 
And what roan is there that hath betrothed 
a wife and hath not taken her? Let him go 
and return unto his house, lest he die in 
the battle and another man take her." 
Great armies marched and fought. In 
time of Moses and Joshua all the men 
wore soldiers. 
When Israel camo out of 


Egypt, they were 600,000 lighting men. 
Abijah commanded 400,000. Jeroboam" 
commanded 800,000 men, of whom 500,000 
were slain in one battle. Some of those 
•wars God approved, for they were for the 
rescue of oppressed nations, and gome of 
then: ho denounced, but in all cases it was 
a judgment; upon both victors and van- 
quished. David knew just what war wag 
when he wrote in the text, "Though war 
should rise against me, in this will I be 
confident." 


David is encouraging himself in stormy 


times, and before approaching battles ad- 
ministers to himself the consolatory. 
So 


today my theme -is the "Alleviations of 
"War." War is organized atrocity. It ia 
the science of assassination. It is the con- 
vocation of all horrors. It is butchery 
wholesale. It is murder glorified. It is 
death on a throne of human skeletons. It 
is tho coffin in ascendency. It is diabolism 
at a game of skulls. But war ia here, • 
and it is time now to preach on its allevi- 
ations.

Reunion of North and South. 
i 


First, I find an alleviation in the fact 


that it has consolidated the north and the 
south after long continued strained rela- 
tions. It is 83 years since our civil war 
closed, and the violences are all gone and 
tho severities have been hushed. But ever 
and anon in oration, in sermon, In news- 
paper editorial, in magazine article, on 
political stump and in congressional hall 
tho old sectional difference has lifted its 
head, and for tho first time within my 
memory or tho memory of any one who 
hears or rends these words the north and 
the south are one. By a marvelous provi- 
dence the family that led in opposition to 
onr government 80 years ago is represent- 
ed at tho front in this present war. Noth- , 
ing else could hovo done the work of uni- i 
fication so suddenly or so completely as ' 
this conflict. At Tampa, at Chattanooga, i 
at Richmond and in many other places the ! 
regiments are forming^ and it will be side I 
by side, Massachusetts and Alabama, New | 
York and Georgia, Illinois and Louisiana, 
Maine and South Carolina. Northern and 
southern men will together unllmber the 
guns and rush upon the fortification and 
charge upon the enemy and shout the tri- 
umph. The voices of military officers who j 
were under Sidney Johnston, and Joseph 
Hooker will give the command on tho 
earno side, the old sectional grudges for- 
ever dead. The natno of Grant on the 
northern side and of Lee on the southern 
side will be exchanged for the names of 
Grant and Lee on the same side. The vet- 
erans in northern and southern homes and 
asylums are stretching their rheumatic 
limbs to see whether they can again keep 
step in a march and are testing their eye- 
sight to nnd whether they can again look 
along the gun barrel to successfully take 
aim and fire. The old war cry of " On to 
Bicbmond!" nnd "On to Washington!" 
has become the warcry of "On to Ha- 
vana!" "On to Puerto Riool" "On to the 
Philippine islands!" The two old rusty 
swords that in other days clashed at Mur- 
freesboroand South Mountain and Atlanta 
are now lifted to strike down Hispanic 
abominations.

An duelfleh War. 


Another alleviation .of tho war ia the 


fact that it is the most unselfish war of the 
BROS. 
While the commercial rights of our 


wronged citizens will be vindicated, that 
is not the chief idea of this war. 
It is the 


rescue of hundreds of thousands of people 
from starvation and multiform maltreat- 
ment. A friend who went out nnder the 
flag of the Red Cross two years ago to as- 
suage suffering in Armenia, and who has 
been on tho same mission, under tho same 
flag, in Cuba, says that tho sufferings in 
Armenia were a comedy and a farce com- 
pared with ths greater sufferings of Cuba. 
At least 200,000 graves are calling to us to 
come on and remember by what process 
their occupants died. It is the twentieth 
century crying out to the nineteenth: "Do 
you mean to pass down to us tho curse 
with which you have been blasted? Or 
will you lot me begin 'under new auspices 
and turn tho island of desolation into an 
island Edenic?" 


It ia a war inspired by mercys which is 


an attribute in man imitative of the same 
attribute of God. In no other age of the 
world could such a war have been waged. 
The gospel of kindness needed to be recog- 
nized throughout Christendom in order to 
make such a war possible. The chief rea- 
son why most of the European nations aro 
not now banded together against us is be- 
cause they dare not take the part of that 
behemoth of cruelty, tho Spanish govern- 
ment, against the crusade of mercy which 
our nation has started. Had it been on 
our part a war of conquest, a war of an- 
Cexatlon, a war of aggrandizement, there 
would have been hv this time enough fly- 
ing squadrons coming to this country 
aojoss the Atlantic to throw into panic 
•very city on our American seaboard. 


The wars of the crusaders were only to 


regain an empty sepulcher; the Napoleon- 
ic wars, with their 8,000,000 slaughtered 
men, were projected and carried out to ap- 
pease the ambition of one man; of the 26,- 
000,000 slain in Jewiih wars and of ta« 


60,000,000 Klain in wars nnder Jnlins 
Caesar, of tho 180,000,000 slain in wori 
with Turks and Saracens, of tho 60,000,- 
000 slain In w«n of Xerxes, of tho 20,000,- 
COO slain in war« of Justinian and tho 32,- 
000,000 slain in the wars of Genghis Khan 
not one man was sacrificed by mercy, but 
in thli Hispanic-American war every 
drummer boy or picket or gunner or 
standard bearer or skirmisher or sharp- 
shooter or cavalryman or artilleryman or 
engineer who falls falls In tho cause of 
nicroy and becomes a martyr for God and 
bis country.

principle of liberty, which will" yet engir- 
dle the earth. Not only will this war free 
Cuba, but finally will free Spain. 
By 


what right does a dynasty like that stand, 
and a corrupt court dominate a peoplfrfor 
centuries, taxing them to death, riding in 
gilded chariot over the necks of a beggared 
population? 
There are 10,000 boys in 


Spain growing up with m6re capacity to 
govern that nation than will the weak boy 
now in the Madrid palace ever possess. 
Before this conflict is over the Spanish 
nation will be well on toward the time 
when a constitutional convention will as- 
semble to establish a free government in- 
stead of tho wornout dynasty that now 
afflicts tho people. The liberty of all na- 
tions, transatlantic as well as. cisatlantic, 
if not already established, is on the way 
and it cannot be stopped. 


Napoleon III thought he had successful- 


ly driven tho principle out of France when 
on the 3d day of December, 1851, be rode 
down tho Champs Elysees of Paris, con- 
stitutional government seemingly crushed 
under the hoofs of his steed. But did it 
itay crushed? Let the batteries on the 
heights above Sedan answer, and the shout 
of 220,000 conquering hosts, and the letter 
of surrender to Emperor William toll the 
story. "Sire, my brothes, not having been 
able to die in the midst of my troops it 
only remains for me to place my sword in 
your majesty's hands. I am, your majesty, 
your good brother, Napoleon. Sedan, 1 
September, 1870." That monarchy having 
fallen, then the French republic resumed 
its march. 


A Good Beginning. 


Another alleviation is that the war opens 


with a groat victory for the United States. 
It took our government four years to get 
over the fiasco at Bull Run. A defeat at 
the start of this present war would have 
been disheartening to the last degree bnd 
would have invited foreign intervention 
to stop the war before anything practical 
for God and humanity had been accom- 
plished and would have prolonged the 
strife for which we are hoping a quick 
termination. 
In tho most jubilant man- 


ner let this victory of our navy be cele- 
brated. 
With the story of the exploding 


battleship fresh in tho minds of the world, 
it feqeiied no ordinary courage to sail in- 
to *ba harbor of Manilla and attack the 
Spanish shipping. 
That harbor, crowded 


with sunken weaponry of death—to enter 
it was running a risk enough to make all 
nations shiver. But Manilla ia ours, and 
the blow has shaken to the foundation the 
palaces of Madrid, and tor policy's sake 
the doubtful nations are on our side. For 
Commodore Dewey and all who followed 
him let the whole nation utter its most re- 
sounding huzza, and, more than that, let 
us thank the Lord of hosts for his guiding 
and protecting power. "Praise ye the 
Lord! Let everything that hath breath 
praise tho Lord!" 


Might Allied With Bight. 


Another alleviation is the fact that in 


this war the might is on the side of the 
right. Again and again have liberty and 
justice and suffering humanity had the 
odds against them. It was so when Ben- 
hadad's Syrian hosts, who were in the 
wrong, at Aphek camo upon the small regi- 
ments of Israel, who were in the right, 
the Bible putting It in one of those graphic 
sentences for which tho book is remark- 
able, "The children of Israel pitched be- 
fore them like two little flooks of kids, but 
the Syrians filled the whole country." It 
was so in the awful defeat of tho Lord's 
people at Qilboa and Megiddo. It was so 
recently when gallant and glorious Greece 
was in conflict with gigantic Moharume- | 
danism, and the navies of Europe hover- 
ing about the Bosporus were in practical 
protection of the Turkish government, • 
fresh from the slaughter of 100,000 Arme- 
nians. It was BO when, in 1776, tho IS 
colonies, with no war shipping and a few 
undrllled and poorly clad soldiers, were 
brought into a contest with the mightiest 
navy of all the earth and an array that 
commanded the admiration of nations. It 
was so when Poland was crushed. It was 
EO when Hungary went under. It has 
been so during all the struggles heretofore 
for Cuban independence. But now It ia 
our powerful navy against a feeble group 
of Incompetent ships, crawling across tho 
Atlantic to meet our flotillas, which have 
enough guns to send them as completely 
under as when tho Ked sea submerged 
Pharaoh's army. It is so In these times 
when only a few thousand Spaniards nt 
most can reach our hemisphere, and we go 
out to most them with 126,660 armed men, 
to bo baclcsd up speedily with £00,000 more 
if needed. We <Jo not have to ask for any 
miracle, bat only a fair shbt at the ships 
headed this way and time enough to de- 
molish them. This is one of the cases IB 
the world's history whore might and right 
•re iboulder to shoulder. 


Crime Mutt Be Pnnlihed. 


Another alleviation is in the fact that 


guch an atrocity as the destruction of 866 
livni in Havana harbor in time of peace 
cannot with impunity bo wrought in thia 
age of the world's civilization. The ques- 
tion as to who did that infernallsra la too 
well settled to need any further discussion. 
But what a small crime it was compared 
with the systematic putting Into their 
graves of hundreds of thousands of Cu- 
bans or leaving them unburlod for the 
buzzards to tnko cntc oft 
If Spain could 


dwtroy 200,000 m«n, woman and children, 
the slaq

As individual criminals 


must be punished for tho public good, and 
wo have for them courts of oyer and tcr- 
mlner and penitentiaries and electric chairs 
and hangman's gallows, go governments 
committing high crimes against (Jod nnd 
humanity must bo scourged and hung up 
for the world's indignation. 
When in 


i-iwi.niBh waters our battleship, looking 


after our commercial interests and intend- 
ing nothing but quietude, was hurled into 
demolition and tho men on board, without 
time to utter one word of prayer, wore 
dashed into the ntornal world, tho doom 
of the reigning house of Spain was pro- 
nounced in tones louder than the thunder 
which that night rolled out over the sea. 


God In With Us. 


Another alleviation is tho fact that we 


hayo a God to go to in behalf of nil those 
of our countrymen who may be in especial 
exposure at the front, for we must admit 
tho perils. It is no trifling thing for 100,- 
OUU young men to bo put outside of home 
restraints and sometimes into evil com- 
panionship. 
Manj^ of the brave of the 


eurth aro uot the good of the earth. To be 
in the same tent with those who have no 
regard for God or home, to hear their holy

Kentucky's Wonder*. 


Cuba cavo is at the mouth of Piny 


creek, on tbe east side of Green river. 
There can be hoard in this cave the most 
pitiful moans that wore ever heard on 
earth. No man can stand it to hear them, 
for we have tried and know of others who 
have tried to stay, but we all would make 
our way back to our log rafts and cut 
loose and go o^n down the river. This, I 
think, is a^out one mile below Mining 
City. The next notable object is Dismal 
rook, which is on tbe south side of Nolin 
river and is 128 feet high, and is slowly 
but surely falling across the river. Wo 
now come to the Horseshoe bend, which 
some day will be the most powerful water- 
works in Kentucky. A canal can be out 
through 8t the level with a fall of 15 feet, 
and a shaft down through the center 
would be equal to 500 horsepower. 


On up the river about five miles we find 


very fine specimens of gold, which will 
take capital to Investigate the quantity, 
not the quality, for it is pure. It is im- 
bedded in the river and banks in black 
flint anot limestone, and is 600 yards wide. 
Up tho river three miles we find the end- 
less cave. I have been in this cave some 
hundred and fifty feet. I saw all I wished 
to see, and I will never see that place 
again. Neither can I describe it, only to 
say to the reader that you can throw a 
lighted brass lamp down one hole and see 
it go and keep on going—it is endless. Up 
the river five miles farther tho mammoth 
fish live in a bottomless hole in the center 
of the river. /These large fish come up out 
of this hole in tbe summer season. 
They 


have been seen EO large that men have 
struck them on their heads with canoe 
paddles in shallow water, but they would 
make their way to this deep hole, where 
the very muddiest water will boil up, 
while the water around is perfectly clear 
in dry weather.— Litohfleld (Ky.) Gazette.

The tiny snakes play about the mother's 
head, and upon the slightest alarm she j 
opens her mouth, and they immediately 
vanish, reappearing when tho cause for 
alarm seems to have been removed. Wheth- 
er the mother snake has the faculty of 
communicating their danger to them is 
not known. In all probability she has. 
There are certain, fish that open their 
mouths and engulf their small brood when 
danger threatens. Tbe lover of nature 
finds endless opportunity for interesting 
research in the study of every form of life.

iUs plans first began to take shape in 


1869, though they did not arrive at th» 
point of practical experiment until five 
years later. He perceived early that the 
notion of gaining steadiness by suspension 
on axes, as in the ship's lamp or compass, 
would not suffice, for, though tbe compass 
is by means of its suspension on a double 
asis retained in a horizontal plane, it nev- 
ertheless rises and falls with the'pitching 
of the vessel. Hence, in applying the prin- 
ciple to a saloon, It was necessary to go to 
the middle of the ship's length, where tho 
pitching is practically nothing, and to tho 
middle point of her breadth also, where 
there is little or no motion. 


But there were other difficulties to ba 


overcome. Freely suspended objects, such 
as pendulums, begin to oscillate whenever 
their point of suspension is moved. Tha 
transit of the passengers to and fro woulij 
produce motion, and the action of tha 
wind on tbe sides of the vessel would causa 
the same effect. 
Mr. Bessemer believed 


that be had overcome these difficulties by 
the application of hydraulic power. 


The hydraulic power wag certainly ar* 


ranged with extreme ingenuity, nnd tha 
large saloon, weighing 140 tons and sus- 
pended in the midst of the vessel, oould be 
moved with a touoh. In order to make 
room for the saloon the engines and boilers 
were moved from the usual place which 
they occupied in the old paddle steamers 
to points on either side fore and aft of tha 
saloon, and duplicate sets of boilers and 
engines were provided—"in order to short- 
en" the dreaded channel voyage. 


The hydraulic suspension was not tha 


only Ingenious device which was depend- 
ed upon to keep the saloon steady. Tba 
great speed of tbe ship—she was expected 
to Attain very high speed, although in 
practice the speed never exceeded 1334 
knots—was trusted to diminish the pitch- 
ing, and she was given a low freeboard, 
40 feet long at each end. The effect of this 
freeboard, 60 it was believed, would be to 
cut into the waves, ship part of them on 
the low deck, and so balance the vessel. 


The Bessemer inaugurated her first trip 


to Calais by smashing old Calais pier, tha 
hydraulic steering gear falling to act at a 
critical moment, and, as a matter of fact, 
tbe hydraulic appliances for steadying her 
saloon were not tried, the real reason be- 
ing that they were not finished. Subse- 
quent experiments were equally unsatis- 
factory. Tho swinging saloon did not be- 
have at sea in the same way as the steam 
rocked model which Bessemer had studied 
on land. In comparatively calm water, 
which still might have enough swell to bo 
unpleasant, it would not act at all. 


Moreover, the boat was really too large 


for Calais harbor. Her fate was sealed by 
the bankruptcy of the company that 
owned her, and in 1876 she-n as sold by 
order of the liquidators. The buyer re- 
moved tbe saloon and its machinery, dis- 
carded the hydraulic steering gear and 
built up the low freeboard to the level of 
the rest of the deck. In this commonplace 
guise the old Bessemer had a career and 
only differed from the less stuffy channel 
boats in having four paddle wheels in- 
stead of two.—Philadelphia Record.

A British Team May Cross 


the Ocean to Meet the 


American Experts,

Some weeks ago H. S. Manoney, the 


ex-champion tennis player of England, 
wrote to Larned, the American expert, 
inviting the four American crack play- 
ers—R. D. Wrenn, W. A. Larned, G. L. 
Wrenn, Jr., and M. D. Whitman—to 
play in the English tournaments the 
coming season and participate in the 
crowning event in the tennis world 
there, the all England tennis cham- 
pionship at Wimbledon late nextmonth. 
Two of them, R. D. Wrenn, the present 
champion of the United States, and 
Whitman, accepted the invitation, but 
owing to later developments it is doubt- 
ed whether any Americans will cross 
the water this year or at any rate un- 
til late in the season. It is now thought 
that a team of English and Irish play- 
ers will instead come over here and 
compete with our men again this sum- 
mer. 


There were only a very few players 


even among our experts who thought 
that it was possible to prevent the 
championship trophy from going across 
the water last fall In the keeping of 
one of the Englishmen who earns over 
for that express purpose. But when 
R. D. Wrenn for the second time 
won out against the English winner 
of the all comers' the first to con- 
gratulate him were the visitors. The 
Englishmen accepted their defeat on 
that occasion in a thoroughly sports- 
manlike manner and were so pleased 
with the cordial reception accorded 
them that they immediately suggested 
a plan for yearly contests to be held 
alternately in England and the United 
Grates. 


It can be easily understood how these 


international meets attract widespread 
attention and interest among all classes 
to the game, while hundreds who would 
otherwise take little stock in tennis 
throng the courts to see the champion- 
ship contests. Moreover, the sport it- 
self is improved, for whenever such 
tournaments have been held in the past 
tennis has received a direct boom, and 
better play has resulted. 


In 1S85 Dr. Dwight, R. D. Sears and 


the Clarks made the rounds of the Eng- 
lish tournaments, and Dr. Dwight se- 
cured tenth rank for that year. In 1892 
Campbell, then American champion, 
played in the English tournaments, but 
without much success. But not until 
1S05 was there anything Approaching 
an international tourney. That year a 
round robin affair between Pirn and 
Mahoney, English champions for 1S95' 
and 1896. and the Americans, Hovey, 
Larned, Hobart and Chace, did much 
for the American game. In singles the 
Englishmen lost but one match, that of 


Mahoney to Hobart, but in doubles Ho- 
vey and Hobart easily defeated the Eng- 
lishmen. The previous summer an Eng- 
lish player named Goodbody came 
near causing an epidemic of heart dis- 
ease among our enthusiasts by almost 
winning the all comers',' only losing 
in the finals to Bob Wrenn. 


In 1896 Larned tried his luck in Eng- 


land and did not disappoint his admirers, 
for he was accorded sixth place by the 
English committee. 


The three Englishmen—Nisbett, Eaves 


and Mahoney—who came over last year 


are beyond question on an equalltywith 
my in the world.

The crew which Mr. Cook has selected 
is an interesting one compared with 
former Yale crews. In point of age the 
crew is younger than Yale's eights usu- 
ally are and contains fewer hardened 
veterans than any that has represented 
the university in a number of years. 
The crew is superior in skill but lack- 
ing in muscle as compared with the 
average Yale eight. The two qualities 
seem to balance pretty well, however, 
so that the men cannot be said to be 
physically weak. It is not at all likely 
that changes will be made so late in the 
day. In fact, they are seldom made after 
the middle of April at Yale, and this 
year's race is to be held earlier than 
usual.

Never before has Coach Bob Cook 


spent so much time with the men In 
training. In former years he has con- 
tented himself with visiting New Ha- 
ven now and again and leaving others 
in charge to carry out his plans and in- 
structions until within a few weeks of 
the race. This year, however, this has 
been changed, and Cook personally took 
the crews in hand weeks ago and has 
hardly left them since that time. The 
cause of all this activity on his part is 
the fact that Cook realizes that there

employes was, a very pleasant affair. Over 
40 men sat down to the tables a little 
after 9 o'clock and enjoyed a spread 
which for qnility and excellent service is 
not often surpassed and which won for 
Landlord Eyan many flattering compli- 
ments. 


After the supper had been disposed of 


and the cigsrs lighted Mr. Howes began 
the speaking. He thanked the manufac- 
turers and their employes for the uniform 
courtesy they had extended to him dur- 
ing; the eight years he was in charge of 
this district and expressed his apprecia- 
tion of all their kiudness. Ho had been 
able to do pood work, and this was 
largely due to the hearty co-opoia-ion be 
had always had. The f:iot that the 
owners of the factories in this district live 
bore and are personally interested in their 
employes was a great help to the in- 
spector, and Mr. Ho.ves paid he had per- 
formed his duties muoh more pleasantly 
under such favorable conditions than 
would otherwise have been possible.

In Massachusetts alone 
there are about half as many deaths from 
this cause as in the whole of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 
During the last 15 
years nearly one-half of all the fatalties 
upon the railways in this state have 
b«*n of that class. In Germany it is 
against the law t3 walk upon the 
tract, and the law is so enforced that 
accidents of the kind are hardly post 
sible. 
The same is true of accidents to 
pedestrians at road crossings and of acci- 
dents to passengers from crossing the 
tracks at stations. In Buffalo 61 fatalities 
occurred at grade crossings in 18 months, 
being two more than the number re- 
ported for the whole of Germany for the 
previous five years. More than 200 people 
lost their lives at grade 
crossings ia 
Chicago in 1891—nearly as many fatalities 
as occurred in the whole of Great Britain 
and Ireland from the same cause during 
the succeeding five years.
